assembly , like o ther minorities.

place fo r de los Rios ju st ahead of him in 
the line. 
Many peo ple tho u ght that the State De­ 
partment had discriminated against the 
Spanish Ambassado r becau se his go v ern­ 
ment was on the wane. They interpreted 
this as an indication that Franco wo u ld

American 
reco gnition. 
Actu ally , ho wev er, de los Rios fo rgo t to 
accept the Congressional inv itatio n, which 
was why his name was o mitted.

Thus, the list of remedies used 
on this pesky thing is long; it in­ 
cludes iodine, mercurochrome, sa li­ 
cy lic a cid, ga soline, a mmonia ted 
mercury , forma ldehy de, X-ra y s a nd 
other ra y s, a nd a few dozen other 
things. 
The fa ct seems to be tha t the 
fungus which ca uses it ha s ma ny 
va rieties, a nd wha t kills one va riety 
does not do a ny thing to the other. 
For tha t rea son a comprehensive 
progra m, such a s is issued by Dr. 
J . A. Meledy , of the Vetera ns Ad­ 
ministra tion a t Boston, is worth re­ 
pea ting. 
The first point to be stressed 
is a bsolute clea nliness. The feet 
should be entirely free from perspi­ 


ra tion a nd extremely clea n a t all 
times. Soa p a nd wa ter should never 
be used, however; instea d, wa rm 
olive oil is used to clea n the feet. 
The pa tient should own ten pa irs of 
chea p white, cotton socks a nd three 
pa irs of shoes so tha t one pa ir ca n 
be worn for one da y only . 
The pa tient’s feet a re soa ked for 
20 minutes in a solution conta ining 
two ta blespoonfuls of sodium hy po­ 
sulphite in two qua rts of wa ter. 


Exposed to Ra y s 
The feet a re then thoroughly 
dried a nd exposed to the a ctinic 
ra y s for a period of five to seven 
minutes a t a dista nce of a bout eight­ 
een inches. While the feet a re thus 
exposed, the toes a re sepa ra ted so 
tha t the ra y s ca n penetra te thor­ 
oughly into the spa ces between a nd 
under them. After exposure to the 
a ctinic ra y s, the feet a re thorough­ 
ly dusted with Epto powder a nd the 
pa tient instructed to put on clea n 
socks. 
Epto powder is a ca refully -com­ 
pounded 
semi-a nhy drous 
dusting 
powder of desicca ted sodium thio- 
sulpha te, enha nced by the sy ner­ 
gistic a ction of thy mol a nd a n a c­ 
cepta ble ba se of sta rch a nd bora cic 
a cid, with oil of a bsinthium a s a 
deodora nt. 
This is simila r to the powder 
which we recommended a month or 
two a go, which consists of sa licy lic 
a cid five gra ms, menthol two gra ms, 
ca mphor eight gra ms, boric a cid 5C 
gra ms a nd sta rch 35 gra ms.

While the feet are thus 
exposed, the toes are separated so 
that the rays can penetrate thor­ 
oughly into the spaces between and 
under them. A fter exposure to the 
actinic rays, the feet are thorough­ 
ly dusted with Epto powder and the 
patient instructed to put on clean 
socks. 
Epto powder is a carefully-com­ 
pounded 
semi-anhydrous 
dusting 
powder of desiccated sodium thio- 
sulphate, enhanced by the syner 
gistic action of thymol and an ac 
ceptable base of starch and boracic 
acid, with oil of absinthium as a 
deodorant. 
This is sim ilar to the powder 
which we recommended a month or 
two ago, which consists of salicylic 
acid five grams, menthol two gram s 
camphor eight gram s, boric acid SC 
gram s and starch 35 gram s.
